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THE NEW MINISTRY. 

What must first strike everybody upon 
running over tho names of the now Cabinet 
is, that it will be at least a more efficient 
administration than the lust or its predeces- 
sor. With a bare majority, and not very 
united party, Lord Palnierston is under tho 
necessity of constructing a govern intuit that 
shall be strong in itself. An army may be 
^ooil on parade, and may even do well in :i 
friendly country, and yet fail when it has 
to ii.^bt all the world. Tho new government 
will have to stand on its own merits, and 
defy not only open hostility, but candour, 
vacillation, indifference, and desertion. 
Lord Palmorston has had to go out of the 
old circle, and the hard beaten ground in 
which power lias «o long moved. He has 
had to negotiate at ever}' step, and to win 
allies when possibly be would have con- 
sulted bis own genial temper by choosing 
friends. He had to make a treaty with 
Lord John Russell. It is the law of' self- 
preservation that compelled him to invite 
.Mr. Gladstone Lord Caiunbell, it is 
avowed, must be Lord Chancellor, because 
Sir R. Bethel is required in the Commons. 
Sir C, Wood is an able, hard-working man, 
and his last administration of the India 
Board was the- most successful episode of 
his career. Sir < I. 0. Lewis, if not persuas- 
ive, is quite able to conduct our domestic 
legislation, and to keep the country in it 
present peaceable state. Tho Duk 
Somerset is .said to be a remarkable 
ministrator, and for that reason is put in 
tho Admiralty. Mr. S. Herbert is indus- 
trious and a most agreeable speaker. He 
is to bo War Minister, and wo most de- 
voutly hope will not have to do more in his 
department than to carry into effect the 
sanitary reforms to which he has so long 
devoted his attention. 'Ijhc Duke of Xcw- 
rjastlo is a man of high character ami res- 
pectable ubililies ; ho has alroady had the 
Colonies, and has done tho work well. 
Lord Granville, though not Premier, will 
In! as good a President of the Privy Council 
us any before him. Lord Elgin is almost 
too great a man to put into tho Post Office, 
Tho Duke of Argyll brings u Dukedom, 
great power of debate, and many friends, 
Mr. Cobden, should ho accept tho ollioo 
marked out for him, is the very hero and 
liberator of Trade. Mr. M. Gibson, who 
lias destroyed so many .Ministries, will per- 
haps endeavor to niiiintniii that with which 
lie is himself connected. Sir G. Grey, af- 
ter ninny years' service in the most labo- 
rious offices, contents himself with a sine- 
cure. Wo could have wished a more 

appropriate close to a long official career,

Mr. Cardwoll shows his industry in taking 
Public Works, and has onlj to follow the 
example of Sir. I!. Hall, who, we are told, 
is to bo raised to the peerage. These make 
up the Cabinet '** 

There never was a more powerful cast 
us fur as the men are concerned. In the 
first place there aro sixteen Cabinet Minis- 
ters, while several of the men out of the 
Cabinet are of the rank of Statesmen. The 
Cabinet is, indeed, almost overcharged with 
power of one sort or another. It contains 
two men who have been Premiers, three 
Dukes, two popular chiefs, and several men 
of long and varied official experience ; a 
Lord Chancellor who is still young at 
eighty, anil at least half-a-dozen men who 
having worked out several important con- 
troversies, must by this time nave correct- 
ed their own conclusions by one another's 
experience. Four distinct sections are 
ninply represented in the Cabinet. Indeed 
nil tire fighting men, and there aro not six- 
teen such men to he found out of the Cnbnet. 
There is no reason why they should not 
manage their differences withindoors : and 
if they do who can resist them? No doubt, 
such a Cabinet will be liable to all the 
suspicion ami all the sarcams which from 
time immemorial lane been launched 
against fusions and composite arrange- 
ments. Of course, it is not a Utopian Gov- 
ernment, for England is not Utopia. An 
English Government we take not to be a 
theory, or the development of a principle, 
or a collection of heroic personages. It is 
a room full of the best men of the day, who- 
ever they happen to be. Wo must take them 
as bey conic, or rather, they make us take 
them as they come. A statesman, if he be 
worth anything, forces himself into his po- 
sition, and conquers us as a groat soldier 
does a state or a race. So a Cabinet is a 
collection of individuals who have raised 
themselves into power, perhaps in spite of 
us. Wo have no choice but to accept them. 
We cannot, help ourselves. These sixteen 
have no reason to thank the British public 
for their confidence. They are men who 
have fought and won the State, driving out 
the adverse party, as the French are driv- 
ing tho Austridns outof Lombardy. So we 
do not complain or think it any man's fault 
that the fortress bus been ill defended and 
the besiegers are now within its walls. 
From tho number of powerful men anil dif- 
ferent opinions comprised in the Cabinet 
there aro some dangers to its permanency, 
but it is too strmi"; to be soon uprooted 
from without. — Times,

Snmo time a^o tho Reverend Mr. C ridge 
piiblisliofl a letter in the Colonist, in 
relation i" tho necessity of providing funds 
for the support of tho Hospital, Wo liavo 
since waited patiently expecting that some 
measure would lie introduced into the As- 
rombly, to curry out his suggestions. Rut 
this not having been done, eleemosynary 
n'hl being oxlmustod, a debt of $2,200, with 
tho expenses of the current month being 
incurred and no funds at command to de- 
fray them, it becomes t!ie imperative duty 
of the Legislature to mnke provision for its 
rapport, or pise the institution will be closed 
nod the sick and afflicted destitute, left to 
suffer and die on the streets. We believe 
nn act should be passed establishing tho in- 
stitution as an Asylum for the sick, the 
destitute, and the lunatic. The funds for 
this purpose could easily be obtained 1 >y 
the imposition of a poll tax or head-money 
on all persons who arrive in Victoria from 
abroad: or if that should not bo deemed 
advisable at the present juncture, a, law 
establishing tho institution could empower 
the Executive to draw on the 11. 1). Com- 
pany according to their grant for acces- 
sary oxpenscs. Humanity, religion, and 
duty point directly to prompt action in the 
matter: and we hope it will bo taken into 
consideration at once. To depend on a 
committee to provide funds by voluntary 
contribution Is unwise. Lot the institution 
bo made as much subject to the control of 
the • government, for its regulation and 
Support, as the departments. The s'mk 
coming from British Columbia, should se- 
cure the certificate of a magistrate there, 
to entitle them to admission, and the ex- 
pense charged to that colony, till such time 
asitc;iu provide nn Asylum for itself. 

Light-House Commissioners. — II. M. S. 
Plumper, Copt. Richards, left Esquimalt on 
Wednesday morning, to select a site for n 
light-houso on Race Rocks, with the fol- 
lowing gentlemen on board, as Commis- 
sioners. Capt Richards of II. M. S, 
Plumper, who litis been surveying tho 
coast for the lost two yours; Capt. Pulford, 
of II. .M. S, Ganges'. Capt. Cooper^IIarbor 
Master, Esquimalt; Capt. Nagle, Harbor 
Master, Victoria; Capt. Mouatt, It. B. C. 
Otti.r ; and Surveyor General Petnberton. 
Tho site selected was rm tho largest outer 
isbmd at Race Rocks, on tho southern side 
about 25 foet above high water. There are 
n few rocks lying outsido the island, but by 
keeping hslf amile off they can be avoided. 
When coming up the Straits of Fiica, by 
keeping n mile off llaee Rocks, nnd steering 
about north, that course will lead to Fish- 
guard Island, leaving Allien Head half a 
mile distant, After selecting the site the 
Commissioners proceoded to Fishguard Is- 
land, at the mouth of Esquimalt Harbor, 
and there fixed tho site for tho Harbor 
light-house. The distance from Race Rocks 
to Fishgusrd Island is nine miles. The 
erection of the Lighthouses will ho com- 
menced immediately. And it is probable 
tho lanthorns will arrive from England be- 
o;-o the towers — which are to be built of 
Stone-— can be completed. 



One Hundred and Fifty moiie Soldiers 
Landed at San Juan,— By tho arrival of 
tho fulia,on Wotlttosday evening, from Sun

Steilneoom, three companies! of CT. S. troops, 
tinder Lieut, Col, Casey, and landed them 
about noon on Wednesday, during a thick 
fog, on the southern sidu of the island, 
Several howitzers and about 50 tons of 
army stores and munitions of war, were 
also landed. Owing to tho fog, the lauding 
Wits elleeted without tho knowledge of 11. 
SI. S. Tribune, which was lying in tho har- 
bor on the othor side of tho island. 

Tho number of tr lops, it is said, will bo 
augmented, by tho addition of 500. 

Gen. Harney has recommended to his 
government a harbor in Orous Island, as u 
naval depot. 

II. M. S. Satellite arrived there on Wed- 
nesday, and returned to Esquimalt same, 
day. Captains Provost, Hornby, and Mr, 
Campbell, Boundary Commissioner, had 
visited Colt 1 Casey, 

The Barracks and Hospital are in course 
of erection near the springs, on the south 
side of the island. 

A picquet of throe soldiers are kept at 
the wharf, and sentinels posted on the ridge 
commanding a view of the harbor and the 
Straits of I'ticn. 

The Americans are staking off nnd pre- 
empting claims all over the island. 

An attempt was made to establish whis- 
key shops. One of the guards having go! 
drunk, and liquor having been sold to 
Indians, tho sale was prohibited by Mr. 
Crosbie and Mr. Del Jourcy.

REPORT OF ESrOiiSI LEAGUE OF BRITISH

also, that every argument has been used to 
forward the interest and prosperity el" the 
colony. 

First, ns regards mines. (I,,. Government 
have promised that an annual tax shall 
be levied nn each miner, instead of the 
monthly one, which will Lrive him a vote 
to elect a representative t" sit at a Board 
of .Mines, who will legislate for the mak- 
ing ol' tn i ii in; - laws and regulations suit- 
able to each district, subject to the appro- 
val of the Governor : and thai a procla 
mat ion will lie shortly issued on this 
subject. 

That IVn/er river will be immediately 
buoyed and made safe for vessels to onter, 
and tlie other recommendations on this 
bead attended to. 

Thai the Government realizes the impor- 
tance of sciiliii'j. up the agricultural 

hinds, and that the hind scheme proposed 

by tho League will be taken into favor- 
able consideration ; inn in the meantime, 
if fifty or one hundred IJritish subjects 
wish to locate on any particular locality, 
that it' they will come forward and state 
what terms they wish, their request will 
le favorably received, and they will 
be allowed to settle on morn favorable 
terms than have been granted on Yan- 
COUVer's Island. 

No progress was made in inducing Judge 
Bogbio to become a resident amongsl 
u ■, nnd thereforo, until this is the case, 
civil justice is denied to us, and we have 
no protection to property except in crim- 
inal cases. 

That we ice assured by tho Government 
that the neoountS nf tho revenue shall 
be imniodiatoly published —both receipts 
and expenditure — . and His Elxcolleney 
states his anxiety to do oil he can to ad- 
vance the interests and prosperity ol' out 
colony.

SPECIAL COURT OF SESSIONS, 

Yesterday morning n largo number of 
persons crowded tlio court room, owing to 
tin: general exportation that Mr. C. A. An- 
golo would be tried for embezzlement. 
Judge Cameron, villi Judgo Begbioon his 
Left, and thn Sheriff on his right, wen! on 
the Bench. Mr. Bushby acted as Clerk. 

Tho Court was called to order by the 
Sheriff" when the Clerk read a special com- 
niission from His Excellency, the Governor, 
to Judgo Cameron, authorising him to try 
all eases of treason, felony, and hold a 
Court of GcnernlJnil Delivery. Tho pre- 
cept issued to the Sheriff to summon jurors 
was read, then the mil of Grand Jurors was 
called, and the following Grand Jury cm- 
pannolled: — C 15. Ynuiifr, Fnroiiiiiii ; K. 
McKenaio : W. J. McDonald ; A. Munro ; 
A. Waddington ; A. J. Lnngley; J. Cars- 
well; J. Bell; J. Allyn: J. J. Southgato : 
,V. Tolmio : A. <;. Dallas ; X. Trowcok. 

nis Honor informed the Jury that three 
indictments would he 1 iid before them. One 
ngninst an Indian, llugnyesk, lor killing 
ti man at Albert Head saw-mill, in 1850: 
another Indian for stabbing an Indian wo- 
man on Victoria bridge ; the third, C. A. 
Angelo, for embezzlement of monies be- 
longing to Her Majesty. His charge in 
relation to Indian crimes was very perti- 
nent, showing that the time had come to 
render them amenable to our laws for any 
crime committed in the neighborhood of 
the settlements. 

The Grand Jury returned true bills 
against all the parties accused. They also 
referred to the loose manner in which the 
indictments were drawn;. called the atten- 
tion of His Honor to the state of thn road 
toEsquimnlt; and the prevalence of sell- 
ing liquors to Indians, with the connivance 
of the police. They also complained 
against the colony being made to bear 
expenses which should be borne by British 
Columbia, 

Eoginp. vs. Angelo. 

Tho Attornoy-Genoral and Crown Soli- 
citor appeared for the Crown, and G. I. 
Wight and II. 0. Jones for the prisoner. 

The following petit jury was then em- 
panelled to try Charles Aubrey Angolo:; — 
C. A. Bayley (foreman), J. Wilcox. F. W. 
Green, Guy Houston, W. li. Smith, Jacob 
Herkimer. J. Aiken, J.Trahy, J. J. Crow- 
ley, J. Dixon, A Stenhouso, A. Watson. 

The indictment against tin; prisoner 
charged him with embezzling sums col- 
lected from two permits: March 4, £58 ">s. 
fOid. ; April 7, 12'.)/. ,js. Sailing license. 
February 17, 51. 9s, Also for falsifying 
accounts. 

The prisoner Angelo, being placed at the 
bar, refused to plead, whereupon the Attor- 
ney-General asked the Court to put him 
on his trial, and enter a plea of "not guilty,' - 
as a mute. It was s -dcrod. 

The Attorney-General then opened the 
c«iso for the Crown, and in a short address 
explained tin; nature of tin.' charges. 
Whilst referring to the manner in which 
the business of the Customs' Department 
had been managed, he intimated that the 
grossest negligence had boon permitted : 
that other parties besides the prisoner were 
ni'. rally implicated. At this point, ex-Col- 
lector Anderson interrupted the court by 
saying, " You lie. sir.'' Tho Sheriff order- 
ed his arrest for contempt of court, and he 
was convoyed to jail. After a brief incar- 
ceration he was set at liberty. 

William Jeffrey, Inspector nf Customs, 
was called as witness, Ho knew the pris- 
oner since July, 1858, as Receiver of Cus- 
toms mid clerk in the Custom house, whose 
duty it was to sen to entering and clearing 
of vessels, issuing permits, Are.; would 
swear to the prisoner's hand-writing in 
b inks : part of the prisoner's duty was to 
issue Harbor Licenses. 

Cross-examined by Mr. ft. I. Wight, 
counsel for the prisoner. Was frequently 
at the Custom House, but never assisted in 
making out pormitsj had seen Mr. Ander- 
son receive money for entering and clearing 
vessels ; did not know who kept the key of 
safe ; nl tho time nf receipt ofmonoys there 
were frequently from six to ton persons 
in the office : — Mr. Anderson, junior, 
the prisoner, and witness, were sometimes 
behind the counter, the Post .Master also ; 
the Post Office was in the same room ; was 
not aware that air. Tuito bad access tn the 
safe: prisoner invariably put the money in 
a cash-lux on one side 'of his desk : Mr, 

Anderson, jr., also put money he received 



for clearances into it : that was tho ordi- 
nary cash-box for the office; inner saw 
the prisoner put money in his pocket : 
was not aware whether the hand writing 
shown him was Mr. James Anderson's or 
not : it was nut tho prisoner's: never know 
permits taken away and thn money unpaid: 
but permits were sometimes issued and 
short shipments nllowed : n memorandum 

cf snmo being kept ; was not aware of 
permits being given and duty unpaid, and 
left for future ndjustincnl ; did not know 
the Hudson's Bay Company shipped goods, 
and paid no duty: Hudson's Bny Gompa, 
ay's goods have gone up the river without 
permits bring given at tho time : tho pris- 
oner informed him he might pass goods and 
keen a list for future adjustment; Allan 

McDonald's g Is did not go in the same 

way : knew permits were sometimes given 
after office hours, but was not aware tho 
prisoner had authority to do so; they 
passed in regular form : all goods coining 
under witness's inspection : could not re- 
collect Till barrels of Hour of the Hud- 
son's Bav Compnny's at one shipment ; 
must have been on vessel from the other 
sido : there was a very great difference be- 
tween import and export duties ; the amount 
of the duties on 7<ft brrrels of Hour would 
he $350,50: and only SI for the landing 
permit; Mr. Anderson, jr.. sometimes re- 
ceived money and loft it upon one Ride the 
desk ; the cash box stood on the table ; did 
not know wdiat became of tho money on the 
table : had seen money paid when the pri- 
Ronor was not there: early in the morning 
in December and January: would nol 
swear w hen he saw money paid over in 
prisoner's absence; could not swear posi- 
tively to prisoner's handwriting, but that 
shown him, to the best of his knowledge 
was the prisoner's, being the cheque-end 
of two licenses : there was a difference be- 
tween duplicate mid original permits: one 
was kept in the ollicc as a chock against 
the other. 

M, II. Pike called: Hnd twice obtained 
licenses without paying the money at the 
time, but had paid for them aftor — once nl 
the Custom House and once in Mr. Sutro's 
cigar store: the first license he received 
from the prisoner, and hail his name at- 
tached: saw the prisoner write it : the two 
amounted to $29 7"> ; saw tin prisoner at 
Sutro's corner, and lie paid him Sl'o, which 
the prisoner said was near enough; the 
prisoner asked mo for tho money ; ho said 
no was going to balance his books. 

Mr. Kerr called : Is employed in the 
Treasury; the amount C'Jsi ,">s. lOJd., 
paid by Boas op tho 4th March, 1859, was 
not entered in the books — neither is 
£129 Cs., received mi the 7th April. 1859, 
for goods passed for the Uudson's Bay 
Company; can tied no such entry, nor 
•J5 9s. received 7th February. 1859; it is 
not the book in which the Hudson's Bay 
Company license is entered : should he in 
day book: no names are given for two 

licenses ; on the 24tll February. $5 at n- 

tered without name: also. 811 .'.Hon the 
1st March : no entry of S'J'.I or 8°.'.! oil. paid 
by Pike; bad carefully inspected the hooks I 
since tin: 1-t June, and prepared an analy- 
sis of them ; 4'J permits were not entered in 
the books at all, and 17 only partially : II 
other permits only partially entered; one 
S. Price ,v. Co., 8:17 oil paid — inly 8J5 en- 
tered. Several errors end additions, ami 
many leav es torn out id the books. Hud- 
son's Buy Company goods pay no duty 
when on Government service. — certified by 
Col. Moody and others. 

Cross-exaiuinatiou by Mr. Wight: Had 
never applied to the prisoner for assistance 
in making up tho books, nor to Mr. Vndor- 
son: the books were kept in different hand- 
writing — tho prisoner, Mr. Anderson and 

Mr. Bigham ; several 1 ks being handed 

to the witness, hi' admitted they were in 
handwriting of three or four: had asked for 
all thoGovornmont books; Mr. Anderson's 
private cosh book is in (lie office; did not 
apply to him ; bad made his accounts from 
permits, ivo. ; there were evidently nine in 
favor of the prisoner — amount, S'jo:i — but 

could not say whether that would 1 no of 

tho deficiencies ; had no knowlcdgoof pnr- 

ties getting pcrmi t S wit bout money : seve- 
ral amounts are marked A. C. A.— these, 
he supposed, wore amounts advanced to Mr 
Anderson, and privately marked to keep 
tho prisoner in mind of thorn. 

Ro-oxnmined by the Attornoy-Gonornl : 
Could not say why two books wore kept, 
unless one was a fair copy of tho other ; 
but they were not so — us an" entry of

Anderson's account : in permit book the 
numbers ought to run consecutively, hut in
